Breed Association Approaches To Sire Evaluation 


Presentation by Robert H. Rumler, 
Executive Secretary of The Holstein- 
Friesian Association of America at the 
Annual Meeting of the National Assv- 
ciation of Artificial Breeders, Atlantic 
City, N. J., Sept. 1, 1959. 


Mr. Moderator, Ladies and Gentlemen 
of the Convention: 


I was quite flattered to receive an 
invitation to participate in this panel 
on Sire Evaluation. Perhaps however, 
my enthusiasm outran my good judg- 
ment when I accepted the invitation. 
I may just as well admit from the 
start that I am definitely out of my 
element in a discussion session with 
such distinguished men as Doctors 
Bayley, Legates and Gaunt, who have 
far more background than I for the 
appraisal of this subject. 


Whereas the other members of the 
panel are scientists and research work- 
ers who consider meticulously in every 
detail the work which they do and 
the appraisal and evaluation of the 
work which others have done in this 
particular field, my approach is more 
of the scoop-shovel or pitch-fork va- 
riety. But I feel that it represents a 
practical approach, providing an inter- 
mixture of ideas, assumptions and 
philosophy. On the other hand, per- 
haps our subject of Sire Evaluation 
needs some of this inter-mixture of 
fact, figure and fancy, since we have 
not been able in the last 50 years, with 
all of the record information we have 
had available, to reduce sire selection 
and the evaluation of a sire’s ability 
to transmit desirable characteristics to 
his offspring to an absolute scientific 
or statistical formula. Had we been 
successful in this effort over the last 
50 years, there would be no need for 
such a panel discussion, there would 
be no question about which breeder 
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or which bull stud had the best bull 
and it would have been possible for 
me about a year ago to answer a sin- 
cere question put to me in a letter. 
The man who wrote to me asked a 
very simple question “Will you 
please give me the names of the top 
10 bulls in the Holstein-Friesian breed 
—living today?” In addition, he asked 
that I rank these bulls from 1 to 10. 
Had we had an exact and infallible 
formula for the selection of sires bas- 
ed on their ability to transmit those 
characters which we consider import- 
ant in their offspring, my task would 
have been a simple one. But we didn’t 
and we still don’t. 

We must appreciate, however, that 
if such a measure were available, all 
of the breeders of a particular breed 
would insist on breeding their cows 
to the top bull of the breed and the 
breeding of dairy cattle in this coun- 
try would be reduced to relatively 
simple terms. But this is not going 
to happen. Certainly not in your life- 
time or mine. And perhaps it is a

good thing for all of us that it will 
not happen. 

On the other hand, we are putting 
forth a great deal of effort in all of 
our programs and in our evaluation 
of sires with one object or goal in 
mind, namely, to select or locate or 
find the very best bull in each of the 
dairy breeds. It is well, therefore, that 
we recognize that we will not achieve 
this goal and that we must consider 
our evaluation of sires in the light of 
less than perfect results with the hope 
that we can select, not the top 10 
bulls of any breed, but rather the 
top 10% or 20%, of the bulls of a 
breed. And, further, that we put forth 
every effort to see that the remaining 
bulls are not used. Herein must lie 
our interests and our efforts in Sire 
Evaluation from a practical point of 
view. 

When we speak of Sire Evaluation, 
we are actually attempting to apply 
some type of measure or standard to 
the ability of a bull or a group of 
bulls to transmit desirable character- 
istics measured physically and eco- 
nomically to his offspring. In this con- 
nection, we have two paralleling pro- 
grams or bases on which we must 
necessarily make these determinations. 
The very obvious one to every dairy- 
man is the level of production of the 
daughters of a particular bull or 
group of bulls, while the other is a 
matter of type or physical character- 
istics. Within the last few years, the 
importance of desirable and function- 
al type in dairy cattle has become 
much more important and recognized 
as more of a factor in the breeding 
of dairy cattle than was true a number 
of years ago. 

No one will dispute the value and 
importance of transmitting the gene- 
tic potential for high levels of milk 
and butterfat production. Now that 
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desirable type and physical character- 


istics in the daughters of a particular 
bull are of equal importance, there 
are relatively few who still hold to 
the philosophy that production is the 
only thing that counts. Often we find 
that those individuals with such a 
limited point of view are those whose 
bulls are not doing the job of trans- 
mitting desirable type to their off- 
spring. Either these individuals are 
“whistling in the dark” or they have 
failed to grasp the importance and 
significance of desirable type in dairy 
cattle. 

Chere is no doubt that there is a 
correlation between good or desirable 
type as we appraise it from the uni- 
form score card and level of produc- 
tion in dairy cattle. This correlation 
may be considered to be relatively 
low, although it does exist and it 
exists to a greater extent with certain 
breakdowns in the classification scores 
of the dairy breeds than in others 
On the other hand, no one has as yet 
established a correlation between cer- 
tain physical characteristics in dairy 
cattle and longevity or the ability to 
produce at a high level and reproduce 
regularly over a long life span of 15 
years or more. This research has not 
been done although it seems only log 
ical and reasonable that there should 
be a correlation between certain fac- 
tors of strength in dairy cattle and a 
long productive life. I am one who 
strongly believes that future research, 
when and if it is done, will show this 
to be the case 

Despite these facts, it is well estab 
lished that improvement in dairy cat- 
tle as we appraise it today requires 
simultaneous selection for both desir 
able type and high level production 
It is for this reason that all of the 
dairy breeds, and particularly our 
own, put equal emphasis on Herd 
Classification and Production Testing 
It is for this same reason that our 
breed has paralleling programs for 
the recognition of those sires which 
meet certain standards or levels as 
measured in their offspring for the 
transmission of desirable type and for 
the transmission of high levels of pro 
duction. It is also for this reason that 
I feel very strongly that any artificial 
breeding organization which does not 
similarly emphasize both type and 
production, is not fulfilling its obli 
gation and its responsibility to the 
dairymen it serves. 

I should like to take these two pro 
grams or phases of dairy cattle breed- 
ing and improvement as_ separate 
items in order to clarify two or three 
points which I believe are fundament- 
el'v im>ortant for our consideration 
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Let us start first and logically with 
production. 

We have gone through quite an 
evolution in our production testing 
programs and in the use of the data 
from these programs as a measure of 
the ability of a bull to transmit pro 
duction to his offspring. Fads in this 
business are like styles with women’s 
clothes although the changes may not 
be as rapid or as radical. The latest 
thinking on evaluation of sires, so far 
as production is concerned, will be 
brought out quite clearly by the other 
members of the panel and I subscribe 
to the philosophy that comparing 
daughters of a bull with contempor- 
ary members of the herd is an ad- 
vancement and improvement in our 
data for evaluation. I have some reser- 
vations, but it is not my purpose to 
discuss them at this time. 

I must confess that I was quite dis 
turbed several years ago in attending 
the Annual Meetings of the NAAB 
to find a few individuals speaking out 
loudly and strongly against the value 
of so-called “Natural Proofs.” Their 
chief criticism of the “Natural Proof” 
of a bull was the fact that when such 
a sire was used artificially and pro 
miscuously in a large number of hercs 
served by a particular breeding o 
anization, the daughters did not 
reach the same average level of pro 


duction as was the case with th 


daughters in the particular herd o 
herds where the “Natural Proof” was 
made. But by what reason or logic 
should we have ever expected such to 
by the case? For sure, the average leve] 
of managment in all of the herds in 
a particular section of a state or an 
entire state would not be expected 
to be as high as in that individua 
breeder’s herd. More properly wi 
should have expected that the produc 
tion of the daughters of such a bull 
used in AI, on the average, would 
not be much higher than the ave 
age of all of the cows of that par 
ticular breed in the area served 

\t this point, I should like to inje: 
t bit of scoop-shovel philosophy with 
which the scientists may not alt 
wether agree, but I believe it has cer 
tain practical aspects which should 
be considered It occurs to me th 
there are two factors, if we wish 
wer-simplify the situation whi 
place a limitation on the productio 
f a given group of animals. One of 
these is the inherited or genetic abilits 
to produce and the other the limita 
tions imposed upon production by 
management practices. It is my belie! 
that a group of animals in a herd 
im a group of herds cannot possibly 
produce bevond their inherited or 


genetic ability to do so, irrespective 


f 


of the level of management afforded 


those animals. In like manner, a group 
of animals—AI daughters of a sire, if 
you please cannot possibly produce 


ve ifford 


beyond the management 
d them, irrespective of their genet 
or inherited ability to produce in 
other words, whichever of these fac 
tors represents the lower level, it is 


the one which will place a ceiling on 


the level of production of the group 
of animals involved. To say it differ 
ently, animals in a_ particular herd 
wl not produce bevond either the 
management level afforded them or 


their inherited ability to produce 


If this -be true, then I should like 
to pose one question for your consid 
eration. If a group of daughters of a 
pirticular bull with a “Natural Prool” 

erage 600 pounds of fat under good 
or even outstanding management 
vou know full well that these daugh 
ters have the genetic or inherited abil 
ity to produce at least to that level 
On the other hand, if another group 
of daughters of the same bull scat 

ed in a large number of herds pro 
duce only 450 or 500 pounds of fat, do 
we know that the limit of this pro 
duction level has been established by 
the management of the herds in 
which these animals are located or by 


their inherited ability to produce? 


I was interested in reading recently 
of some research work which was done 
in one of our important dairy 
states comparing the average produc 
tion level of AI daughters with nat 
urally-sired cows in the same herds 
There was only a slight difference 
between the AI daughters and the na 
urally-sired contemporary members of 
the same herds. Why? Was it because 
these AI daughters were genetically 
no better than the other animals in 
| 


these herds, or was it because

management of these herds placed a 
ceiling on the productive level of 
of the animals? Obviously, no one car 
be sure of the answer. but we can

is almost entirely in your hands? If 
these things be true, does not your 
chief interest necessarily lie in pro 
viding your patrons with the very 
best inheritance for production 
which is available in each of the 
breeds of dairy cattle in the country? 
Is it not your responsibility to be ce1 
tain that every bull in your stud has 
the ability to transmit the inheritanc< 
for a higher level of production than 
can be obtained under the manage 
ment conditions provided among your 
group? Unless you furnish such supe: 
ior inheritance, can you offer your 
better dairymen any hope for improve 
ment of the productive level of their 
herds? Perhaps this is a different ap 
proach to the matter of Sire Evalua 
tion than you have had in the past 
It mav be worth further considera 
tion. 


} 


In our breed we have added an elk 
ment to our evaluation of sires in con 
nection with our Silver Medal Produc 
tion program which is used by only 
one of the other breeds. This is the 
element of regression or drag toward 
breed average. It is recognized by an! 
mal breeding specialists that there is 
a tendency for a group of daughters 
to produce at a level somewhere be 
tween the production level of their 
dams and the breed average, or bette1 
vet, the average for the breed in th 
particular area in which the daugh 
ters are located, should the daughters 
be a relatively large group of so-called 

Al daughters”. For example, if a 
group of dams average 550 pounds of 


fat and the current average for ou 


breed is 490 pounds of fat, then the 
expectancy for the daughters of thes« 
dams would be half-way between the 
two figures, or 520 pounds of fat. If 
the daughters do better than 520 
pounds of fat, credit for this improve 
ment can theoretically be attributed 
to the sire and likewise if they do not 
reach the 520-pound fat level, the re 
sponsibility can theoretically be charg 
ed to the sire. Naturally, some con 
sideration needs to be given to the 
management of the herd at the times 
the records of both the dams and the 
daughters are made

Herein lies the 


advantage of comparing 
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lams records with contemporary 


herd mates or the average produc- 

tion level of the herds in which their 

rccords were made, along with a simi 
comparison for the daughters. 

\ bull which may have a negative 
proof on a straight daughter-dam com- 
parison may still be doing a very 
satisfactory job in transmitting desir 
able production to his offspring when 
you consider the productive level of 
the dams to which he was bred along 
with the normal and established drag 
toward breed average. On the other 
hand, a bull with a high plus proof 
on a straight daughter-dam compari 
son, if the productive level is relative 
lv low, could very well fail to produce 
daughters which reach expectancy. 

We are finding that our formula 
for the recognition of Silver Medal 
Production Sires, using the regression 
ry expectancy element in the formula, 
plus a requirement of additional pro 
duction above expectancy, is doing a 
very good job for us in selecting the 
better bulls of the breed from the 
production record information we 
through our official 
testing programs. Con 


have ivailable

sciously or unconsciously, all of you 
ire likewise giving some weight to this 
plan or program insofar as Holstein 
sires are concerned, partic ularly those 
for which natural proofs are avail 
ible. I would urge that you give addi 
tional thought and consideration to 
such factors in the evaluation of bulls 
which you may purchase on straight 
DHIA production records, or which 
vou may be attempting to prove as 
young sires on the basis of AI proofs, 
iIthough I am fearful that you may 
find the spread of figures so limited 
because of the general leveling effect

Evaluating Type 

Our philosophy and our program 
for evaluating the type transmitting 
tbility of sires parallels that for pro 
duction. In our Silver Medal Type 
Sire recognition program, we have de- 
veloped a procedure for computing

daughter-dam comparisons which is 


comparable in = many respects to 
daughter-dam comparisons for pro 
duction. In the same manner, we in 
voke the principle of regression or 
drag toward breed average, after 
which we require that a bull’s daugh- 
ters exceed expectancy by a given 
amount before their recognition as

We equalize the age factor in our 
classification program by comparing 


the score of each individual] daughter 
of a bull with the breed average for 
the age of each animal at time of 
classification to establish a per cent 
of breed average for each animal, both 
daughters and dams, so that we can 
compare figures on the same basis 
much the same as we use the Mature 
Equivalent factors for production 
From this point, expectancy and the 
required increment above expectancy 
for the daughters of a particular bull 
ire determined. As in production, the 
exact requirement for each bull is 
different, for it depends on the type 
level of the dams to which the bull 
was bred to produce the group of 
daughters under consideration 


\ number of you have used our 
Sire Evaluation program based on 
these principles rather extensively 
over the past several years to evaluate 
bulls already in use in your studs. 
Others of you have based your de 
cisions on the selection of animals for 
purchase on the evaluation of the 
type information which you have re- 
ceived from us of obtained from our 
Type and Production Year Book. So 
far as the evaluation of the type trans 
mitting ability of sires is concerned, 
we feel that we have taken the leader 
ship and established a procedure dis 
tinctly superior to the method of 
merely considering the classification 
of the daughters of a particular bull 
without giving consideration to the 
contribution which the dams may 
have made to the type of their daugh 
ters when mated to a particular sire 


Let me be the first to admit that 
we have not achieved the ultimate in 
evaluating sires for their ability to 
transmit either type or production to 
their offspring. We feel that our pro 
grams are an improvement over those 
of the past, but we anticipate that 
idditional studies will] help us to make 
further improvements and _ refine 
ments. In this respect, I would again 
humbly suggest that our efforts be 
devoted to a realistic goal of ittempt- 
ing to locate the top 10% or 20% of 
the bulls in each of our dairv breeds, 
realizing that we will not be able, 
and that it would probably not be 
well for us to be able, to select 
through statistical formulae alone the 
top bull or two or three bulls of a 
particular breed 


Let us keep in mind that while 
we are now selecting primarily on the 
basis of milk and fat production and 
type transmitting ability, we will in 
the very near future find it necessary 
to select for other equally valuable

National Leaders in Advanced Registry 


The list of Leaders for both Advanced 
Registry and Herd Improvement Registry 
were supplied by the A. R, Department 
of The Holstein-Friesian Assn. of 
America, 


During the past twelve months, 
nine names have been added to the 
list of Advanced Registry Leaders in 
all classifications—365 and 305 days, 
$X and 2X milking. These nine ac 
counted for eight Championship per- 
formances, plus two additions each 
in second and third place positions. 
The A. R. List as published includes 
the first three places for milk and 
the first three for fat in each age 
group for the four classifications. 

The changes mentioned above do 
not include the additions in the yearly 
Classifications for the ages from 14 
years up. These, in A.R., appear for 
the first time in the World and, in 
some of the age brackets, do not go 
through all three top positions. 


365 Days — 3X 
In the 3X Yearly Division only one 
Champion has been added, but she is 
unique in that she is a Nation- 
al Champion with each of her lacta- 
tions to date. Zimmerman Belstar Roy- 
al Seeley 4111408 now heads the sr. 4- 
year-olds for fat with her record of 
29.980 Ibs. milk, 4.2%, 1248 lbs. fat. It 
is also notable that she is third for 
milk and first for fat in the A.R. ten- 
months 3X division as a sr. 3-year-old 
as well as first for milk and second 
for fat in the AR 3X Yearly Division 
as a sr. 2-year-old. Adding further to 
the laurels of this family is the fact 
that her maternal sister is National 
Champion jr. 2-year-old for milk and 
fat in 305 days 3X A.R.; and their 
dam is Zimmerman Piebe Star who is 
third place for fat as a sr. 2-yr-old in 
365 days 3X A.R. Enrolled in HIR as 
well as AR, these three cows also ap- 
pear in the HIR Leaders List. 


Bred and owned by Lewis A. Zim- 
merman, Lehighton, Pa., Seeley is by 
Zimmerman Beli Boy (GP-SMP). In 
the sr. 4year-old class she displaced 
the 1231-lb. record of the former 
Champion, Mendocino Cornelia Star 
2636632 (VG), that was made in 1950. 
As a result of this change, Marquette 
Pride De Kol 1984038 (VG) whose 
1152-Ib. record has been on the list 
since 1942, was finally removed from 
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the top three. She was bred and own- 
ed by the State House of Correction 
and Branch Prison, Marquette, Mich. 

The two other additions in the 3X 
Yearly Division both are bred and 
owned by Elmwood Farms, Lake For- 
est, Ill. Skokie Good Nan 3999939 
(EX) is third for milk as a jr. 4-year- 
old with 30,662 Ibs., 3.5%, i076 Ibs. 
fat as reported in the July 23 World. 
A daughter of Skokie Benefactor (VG) 
and Skokie Princess Roamer Nan (VG) 
she is the quadruple National Cham 
pion on AR 2X for the 365 and 305 
days for both milk and fat. She was 
also Reserve All-American as a Junior 
Yearling in 1956. Although her milk 
record displaces the 27,943-lb. per- 
formance of Mendocino Meg Faynette 
2466477 at Mendocino State Hospital, 
Talmage, Calif., Meg remains on the 
list with her second place 1183-lb. fat 
record. 

The final name added is that of 
Skokie Creation X Ann 4364738 (GP) 
with 26,879 lbs. milk, 3.4%, 919 Ibs. fat 
at 2y Im in 365 days. This places her 
in third position in class for milk, 
replacing the 26,098-Ib. milk record of 
S PS M Marathon Butter Girl 2500156 
(VG) made in 1947 by this State Pris- 
on of Southern Michigan cow. 

X Ann is by Skokie Golden Cross 
(VG-GM) and out of Skokie Creation 
Ann (VG). 

We are pleased to show the older 
class champions as well, although 
none of their records listed are of re- 
cent vintage. 


365 Days — 2X 
Four additions in the 2X Yearly 
Division are all Champions — two for 
milk, one for fat and one (16-year-old) 
for both milk and fat. The fifth addi- 
tion is third 16-year-old for milk and 
fat. 


An outstanding sr. 4-year-old record 
was turned in during the year by 
Chinook Fury Annet 3832572 (VG), 
bred and owned by Washington State 
University, Pullman. Her perform- 
ance of 27,873 lbs. milk, 4.7%, 1304 
Ibs. fat, places her second for milk — 
only 12 pounds behind the leader— 
and first for fat (also first in HIR).

Annet carries three generations of 
Washington State University breeding 
on both sides of her pedigree. 

No longer listed among the leaders 
is Mooseheart Roburke Canary 355- 
1357 (GP) with her 1957 record of 
25,606 Ibs. milk, 3.2%, 815 lbs, fat at 
Mooseheart, III. 

Crestmere Billie Burke 3938696 
(EX) turned in a championship milk 
record while competing on the show 
circuit as a member of the Elmwood 
Farms string. As a sr. 3-year-old she 
made 27,031 Ibs. milk, 3.2%, 860 lbs. 
fat to go over the 24,066-lbs. made by 
Lange Re-Charity Violet 3881863 
(VG), bred and owned by Walter R. 
Lange, Watertown, Wis. — this record 
made in 1959. 

During her lactation the Crestmere 
cow was Ist 4-year-old, Senior and 
Grand Champion at Michigan State 
Fair; first and Reserve Grand at No. 
Illinois B & W Show; first at Illinois 
State Fair; and third at Wisconsin 
State Fair. A week before the close of 
her record she was 20th at Waterloo 
but, showing dry, she was fifth at 
Chicago in early December. 

Bred by Ralph W. Martin, Thorn- 
ton, Idaho, she is by Burkgov Inka 
De Kol (EX-GM) and out of Crest- 
mere Heilo Ona (G). 

Formerly among the leaders in class 
was Adohr Pontiac Mercedes Merry 
2352168 who in 1947 made 23,553 Ibs.

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MILK TEST FOR KETOSIS 

A simple milk test looks like a good 
way to spot ketosis disease in dairy 
herds, according to University of Wis- 
consin research. 

L. H. Schultz and Margo Myers 
say the milk test detects the disease 
early enough and is sensitive enough 
for routine use in dairy herds where 
ketosis has been a problem. 

The milk test would substitute for a 
similar test made with cow urine, the 
researchers say. It was proposed sev- 
eral years ago, but its sensitivity has 
been questioned. 

The urine test sometimes gave many 
“false reactors” — it indicated that 
treatment was needed when in fact it 
was not. The milk test doesn’t have 
this fault, the research showed; a def. 
inite positive test definitely indicates 
that treatment is necessary. 


Farmers or veterinarians can make 
the test by putting two or three drops 
of milk in the center of a dime-sized 
dome of special white powder, then 
observe changes in color. The powder 
(Denco powder) is made up of sod- 
ium carbonate ammonium sulfate, 
and sodium nitroprusside. 
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If the white powder doesn’t change 
color when you add milk, the cows 
probably do not have ketosis. A faint 
pink tinge indicates a trace reaction, 
and a definite pink color indicates a 
“mildly positive” reaction. Whether to 
treat would depend on what other dis- 
ease symptoms were present, the re- 
searchers think. 

A definite positive reaction—indicat- 
ing that treatment is definitely need- 
ed turns the powder purple. 

In chemical terms the test detects 
presence of ketones in the milk—spe- 
cifically acetone and acetoacetic acid. 
When these materials build up in 
the cow’s system, it indicates that nor- 
mal processes are upset and that ke- 
tosis is developing. 

The disease usually hits only the 
high producers, and it’s most common 
right after calving when there’s a 
heavy drain on the cow’s_ system, 
though cows do not necessarily die 
from ketosis, even if they're not treat- 
ed. But loss of production from the 
best cows makes this an economically 
important disease. 

The test would probably be used 
routinely only in herds with a history 
of ketosis, Schultz and Miss Myers 
say. Samples taken once a week would 
probably keep track of the disease well 
enough, and the time of drawing the 
sample doesn’t seem important. 

An experiment last year gives an 
indication of how the test works. 

Schultz and Miss Myers picked 20 
University herd cows which they con- 
sidered susceptible to ketosis. Then 
they made weekly milk tests and blood 
tests for four weeks after calving to 
observe the progress of the disease. 

Half the cows showed negative milk 
tests (no color change) at all times, 
and the blood tests gave no indica- 
tions of the disorder. Eight cows had 
at least one reaction, but no reactions 
were more than mildly positive (pink 
powder). None needed treatment. 

Ihe other two cows showed definite 
positive reactions (purple powder) 
and needed treatment. However, the 
milk test showed ketosis before pro- 
duction dropped very far in these 
cases, and showed whether the treat- 
ment was overcoming the disease 

One of these cows had a relapse 
shortly after the treatment. But the 
milk test showed this, and another 
treatment was possible before she lost 
very much production 

The test will not substitute for vet 
erinary services, the researchers say. 
But the earlier and more accurate 
diagnosis will make the treatment job 
easiel

Changes in Requirements for Recog- 
nition on Application. Automatic Plan 
Remains Same.

Recently, the Board of Directors of 
The Holstein-Friesian Association of 
America acted to retain, but modern- 
ize, the program for Silver Medal 
Type Sire Recognition upon applica- 
tion. 

It will continue to augment the 
newer—and more widely applicable— 
plan of automatic SMT recognition 
based on daughter-dam type compari- 
sons which remains unchanged. 

The recognition - by - application 
plan fills a definite need — particu- 
larly in cases where dams of a bull's 
daughters may be dead and no classi- 
fication scores are available for com- 
parative purposes. 

To bring the two programs more 
closely into line, the Board revised 
the rules for recognition-by-applica- 
tion to incorporate the variable to 
Breed Age Average (BAA) for type— 
already in use in the automatic pro- 
gram. 

The new rules for recognition-by 
application go into effect October 1, 
1960. They will apply to all applica- 
tions received on or after that date. 

Use of the Breed Age Average wil! 
eliminate the former minimum aver- 
age score requirement which hinged 
on the percentage of registered daugh- 
ters classified. 

Replacing it, under the new plan, 
will be the average Breed Age Average 
percentage of classified daughters. For 
SMT qualification, the Breed Age 
Average percentage of the daughters 
of a bull must be at least 103. At least 
75 per cent of the count of registered 
daughters must be classified, but all 
available daughters must be classified. 

As before, the count of registered 
daughters will include all registered 
daughters, living or dead, that were 
born three or more years prior to 
date of the SMT application. It also 
will include all other daughters 
known to have freshened. 

The Breed Age Average percent- 
age, as established by a research pro 
gram conducted“iin 1956, is obtainéa 
by dividing each* cow’s classification 
score by the average score of all classi- 
fied cows of the same age.

Perhaps, as some say, there is 
no correlation between type and lon- 
gevity, but more than 75% of ow 
leading living lifetime producers are 
either Excellent or Very Good in offi 
cial classification 9 Excellent, 14 
Very Good, 6 Good Plus and | Good. 

Referring to the list of 16 living 
$,000-lb. butterfat producers we [ind 
a third in the top classification and 
another one-third Very Good 6 
Excellent, 5 Very Good and 5 Good 
Plus. Is this all due to coincidence? 

Except for two with later credits, 
the official list of 200,000-Ib. produc- 
ers is compiled as of May 1, 1960. 

Korndyke Beets Jannek Segis 2065- 
418 (VG) holds a very comfortable 
lead over her nearest milk competitor. 
Owner Clark Bowen of Wellsboro, Pa., 
writes that she is “still going at about 
the same rate, from 8 to 9 lbs. a day.

Writing Gull Letters 


There is little wisdom in 
spending good money for ad- 
vertising and then failing to an- 
swer letters of inquiry promptly 
and adequately. 


In your advertising your aim is to 
impress the prospective buyer with 
your superior product — which is in- 
heritance. The man who sells jet air- 
planes, for instance, doesn’t carry sam- 
ples around with him. But he cer- 
tainly does carry — and impart — 
ample evidence that his outfit knows 
how to make jet airplanes that other 
customers have bought and liked. And 
this is the finest type of salesmanship. 
Keep working tirelessly along this line 
and ‘eventually some breeders may ex- 
press a desire to see or buy one of 
your “jet#&, Then you'd better get it 
around theré fast — and the darned 
thing had jetter fly! 

What, am trying to say is that 
there isJitthke point in spending hun- 
dreds of dollars for paid advertising 
and then neglecting to take full ad- 
vantage of the inquiries you receive. 
We call this “writing bull letters,” or 
the follow-up. Letters of inquiry de- 
mand a prompt, courteous, business- 
like response from you. 


Use Your Own Farm Letterhead 

You should by all means write your 
letter on your own attractive farm 
stationery. This can be purchased in 
various letterheads from your own 
breed publication (The Corse Press, 
Incorporated, Sandy Creek, Box A, 
New York). It is preferable to write 
your letters with a typewriter, using 
a fresh black ribbon. In everything 
you say use simple language and be 
explicit. Your prospect will expect and 
appreciate a pedigree, and as many 
good photographs as you can supply 
of the individual animals and thei 
close relatives. 

Here is where most purebred breed- 
ers fail. They simply do not take the 
time to photograph individual ani- 
mals when they are a few months old. 
A basic knowledge of picture-taking is 
essential, but can be mastered with a

very little interest and experience. 
It must be stressed, however, that a 
poor picture is worse than none at 
all. Where preliminary investigations 
are done by mail, it is very important 
to have and use pictures of the ani- 
mals under consideration. 


The prospective buyer will want to 
know the price of the animal, and all 
other details needed to adequately 
describe the animal or animals in 
question. Here is where you will find 
printed matter about your herd a real 
sale helper and time saver. Hand it to 
your visitors and they will have some- 
thing definite to answer their ques- 
tions. when they get back home and 
have time to digest what they have 
seen and heard. Rock River Fang, 
Byron, Illinois, is among those elfit 
make use of attractive brochures that 
are up-dated from time to time. 


Take a Lesson from the Masters. 

\ suggestion would be to write f6 a 
well-known and _ successful breeding 
establishment within the breed of 
your choice and inquire about a bull 
for sale. When you get your reply, 
study the letter carefully. You may 
learn much. I know more than one 
highly successful salesman in the pure- 
bred industry that got his first lesson 
in this diamond-cut-diamond manner 
Who knows, maybe the salesman has 
been so good that he has influenced 
you to buy his bull! 

Sometimes the buyer will | stress 
points he wants answered — qualities 
and information he is most interested 
in. A partial list of the things buyers

usually want to know would include 
these: production, bloodline, individ- 
ual type and color markings (classifi- 
cation breakdowns), pedigree, fat 
test, price, temperament, ease of milk- 
ing, time of next freshening, feeding 
qualities, size, resistance to disease, 
under and teat placement, longevity, 
transmitting ability of family, breed 
er’s reputation, cow family, sires, et 


A Record System Essential 

A sound herd record-keeping system 
is an indispensable aid in advertising 
and its importance cannot be over 
emphasized in salesmanship. You 
must have facts — but they will do 
little good if they are not available 
when you want them, 

You need not give all this informa 
tion in the first letter. Indeed, some 
of the information will have to b 
furnished in other sundry ways. For 
example, a breeder's honesty and in 
tegrity must be earned over a period 
of years through his dealings*with his 
customers. As a rule the large and 
successful establishments can be ex 
pected to deal very fairly with their 
clientele. 

An outstanding example of a com 
pany’s standing behind its sales is 
the Carnation Milk Farms, Carnation. 
Washington. Carnation Milk Farms 
have done more to promote and esta 
blish interest in U. S. dairy cattle in 
foreign lands through the years than 
any other influence Perhaps the fact 
of their relationship to the Carnation 
Milk Products Co. (now known simply 
as Carnation Co.), which has a world 
wide distribution, gave them an en 
tree not easily available to other 
breeders. Certainly they made that an 
important part of their market, and 
cultivated it soundly by selling ani 
mals of good quality and including 
some of the tops of their herd (at 
really top prices). 

Their policy from the beginning was 
to stand squarely back of these ship- 
ments and to give generous treatment 
in case anything went wrong with 
animals shipped. This same policy also

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Greater Opportunity 


The owner or prospective owner of Holstein cattle 
today has far greater opportunity for thoughtful selection 
of seedstock—both male and female—than ever before in 
the history of dairy cattle breeding. The principal reasons 
for this vastly expanded opportunity are: (1) Larger num 
bers from which to select than at any time in the past, 
(2) The mass of production and type information available 
for the breed; (3) Scientific advances in artificial insemina 
tion techniques, including the storing and use of semen; 
and (4) The increasing knowledge in prevention and 
treatment of livestock disease. 

We wonder if breeders of Holsteins realize their ad 
vantage over the owners of the other dairy breeds, simply 
because of the greater number of Holsteins available. Not 
there were 273,913 
Association during 1959, or 


including Canada in our figures, 
Holsteins registered by our 
60.4% of all dairy cattle registered in the U.S. Figures for 
the other dairy breeds follow: Ayrshires—23,050, registered; 
Brown Swiss—24,855; Guernsey—75,332; and Jersey—56,357. 
Obviously the Holstein breeder has a much larger field 
from which to select additions or replacements for his 
breeding herd. This is opportunity No. 1. 


The second opportunity—and one without which the 
usefulness of greater numbers and artificial insemination 
techniques would be seriously curtailed—is presented by 
the growing volume of Holstein information available. Pro- 
duction records, classification, dam-daughter proofs for 
both production and type, the analysis of the daughters’ 
strengths and weaknesses in type as provided by detailed 
classification breakdowns, and information on_ recessive 
characteristics within the breed and by _ individuals—all 
are most valuable to the student of breeding. 

True, there is a comparatively small percentage of 
eligible animals enrolled in production testing and /or clas 
sification. Nevertheless, there is a large amount of informa 
tion available. With increased breeder awareness of the 
value of these programs, and with automation taking its 
place in the USDA, Extension offices, and the Association, 
it may be expected that more frequent and more effective 
data will be accessible to breed

houses, and Association members. 
Third 
that artificial insemination of dairy cattle was only a lab 


oratory dream just a short 25 years ago, we realize the 


artificial insemination. When we remembc1 


truly revolutionary changes in the concept of breeding that 
are taking place. Today a Holstein breeder has almost un 
limited choice in sires and bloodlines, either through the 
65 studs in the U.S., or from the many individual breeders 
offering service to their own herd sires. This is opportunity 
No. 3, and the horizon is practically unlimited. 
Finally—animal health. While livestock disease con 
tinues to be a major problem, there have been major ad 
vances both in prevention and treatment of many diseases 
at one time considered incurable. The fight against dis 
ease will undoubtedly always be with us, but important 
milestones have been passed. Just this season New Hamp- 
shire became the first Certified Brucellosis-free state in 
the U. S., for an example. 
Improved management 
medicines 


antibiotics and other 
greater understanding of the cause and 
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effect of disease all are playing an important role in 
herd health and all are most valuable to the breeder. In 
many of our better managed herds, calf losses—once consid 
ered inevitable—are practically unknown. Thus the breed 
er is able to reduce the risk in planned matings and re ip 
the benefits of his program without undue misfortune 
through disease. 

Of course, opportunities offered through artificial in 
semination, knowledge of disease, and record keeping are 
available to owners of other dairy breeds. But the breeder 
of Holsteins is the only one with the unparalleled advan 
tage of tremendous numbers from which to draw in his 


never-ending search for perfection.

Prices Well Maintained 


Holstein prices were well maintained during the first 
half of 1960, according to a preliminary report of auction 
sale results compiled by the World. 

Che second quarter brought an average of $505.16 
for 3064 head in 47 sales — up a few cents from 1959 
second quarter, but on reduced volume reported 
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Lhe half-year results cover 87 sales and 5523 head 
selling for $2,655,987. — a general average of $480.89. This 
is $1.92 per head under the first half of 1959, but is well 
ahead of the years preceding as the following table shows:

All the figures used in the table above are from our 
preliminary reports, to make them more directly com- 
parable with the current year. Later receipt of further re- 
ports always makes adjustments in these figures for our 
hinal year end statistics, 

This continued market strength for our breed comes 
in the tace of somewhat lower milk prices (volume is up) 
and a decrease of about $1.50 per cwt. in the price of 
choice steers. Such stability and breadth of demand for 
registered Holsteins is a matter of importance to every 
owner. Its base lies in the superior producing ability of 
the Holstein cow and her greater final salvage value. 

There are many fine buying opportunities coming up 
both in private offsprings and at Holstein auction sales in 
weeks and months ahead. These include dispersals of es- 
tablished herds, consignment sales under sponsorship of 
reputable private management and by local and state 
breeders’ clubs. A calendar of these sale dates appears near 
the back of this issue. Readers will note the wide geo- 
graphic spread so that wherever you live in the U. S. it is 
likely there will be a Holstein auction sale somewhere 
within convenient driving distance. There is no time like 
the present either to establish new herds or to strengthen 
old ones

each class was prepared by the Hol 
stein-Friesian Association of America 
to give owners of the top producers 
publicity to replace the cash previous 
ly given. 

lo add to the interest and publicity 
value of the Honor List, the editors 


of the World devised a point system 
which through the years was refined 
ind improved, until in 1939 we rea 

ed the basis that has been employed 
for the 21 intervening vears. This em 
braced the principle that the records 
would be competing not so mu 

with each other as with a basic figure 
for age and class. This basic tigure 
was the original requirement for en 
trv into the Advanced Registry for 


each age, and points have been fig 


ured by adding one point for ea¢ 
requirement Actually we operate 
increment of 214°, of the basic entry 


from a carefully computed tabi 
which immediately gives the correct 
number of points for a record of a 
given size in each age class 

Starting with the current records of 
1960, it is expected that the Honor

Building the Institutional Herds 

Commissioner Halliday had been 
very much interested in improving 
the cattle in the state institution 
herds and one of my first assignments 
was to visit each of the 15 institutions, 
take an inventory of the herds, and 
make recommendations for their im- 
provement. This was a very interest- 
ing assignment. The six state hos- 
pitals had good herds and the Pontiac 


and Traverse City herds that had 
been established in 1885 and 1889 


were famous throughout the country. 
Ihe herds were considered highly im- 
portant at these institutions for the 
mentally ill. Not so at the prisons 
where the industries received the at- 
tention and the herds were consid- 
ered of little consequence. When I 
took the inventory at Jackson prison 
we came across a four-year old grade 
Guernsey steer. The officer in charge, 
when questioned why he kept this 
animal said, “we have to keep about 
so many cattle and we might as well 
keep him along with the others.” At 
Marquette prison I found the poorest 
excuse for a dairy herd. They were 
of all colors and kinds and all equally 
bad. The barn was absolutely unsani- 
tary, no windows and plank floors. 
The man in charge told me he fed 
grain twice a week. Under the state 
accounting system, they were required

to keep records and during the past 
year the herd had averaged to pro- 
duce about 4,000 Ibs. of milk per cow. 

This was my first visit to Marquette 
and it came during unusual condi- 
tions. Here were kept the very worst 
criminals, those who had been sent to 
the Reformatory in Ionia, then grad- 
uated to the State Prison in Jackson 
and finally to Marquette for their 
post-graduate course. A high percent- 
age of the prisoners were lifers and 
some had double life or life and 
years. They were a bad lot. 
Only two days before my arrival at

the prison there had been a riot in 


which the warden and his deputy 
were killed. The State Police were in 
charge and there was a good deal 
of tenseness and excitement about 


the place. “Bob” Marsh, whom I had 
known student at 
Michigan State, was in charge of the 
State Police detachment and he was 
very helpful in arranging for me to 
do my work studying the herd 
the records, etc. The man in charge

When I reported the conditions at 
Marquette to the Governor and the 
State Administrative Board I told 
them that a farmer would be arrested 
if he sold milk produced under such 
conditions in the City of Detroit. 1 
recommended a dairy barn and

the prison kitchen. I was directed to 
purchase the herd and they made 
good with an average of more than 
thirteen thousand pounds of milk the 
but with a new man in 
charge and a different system of feed- 
ing and management. The different 
institutions bought dairy feeds in car 
load lots, changing from time to time 
as different sales agents persuaded 
them to try a new brand. This seemed 
like poor business to me and I made 
an arrangement with a commercial 
mixing firm to mix feed for all the 
institutions. With the help of the 
Dairy Husbandry Dept. at the college 
we worked out formulas fo 
rations based largely on protein con- 
tent and shipments were made to the 
institutions on order from the State 
Purchasing Dept. in Lansing. Using 
the milling in transit rate, there was 
no added charge for this final ship 
ment from Battle Creek to the institu- 
tion and the plan worked out very 
well. The State Farm Bureau sold dairy 
feeds and wanted the institution busi

ness. The Farm Bureau Manager, 
whom I had known as a student at 
college, tried to persuade me to give 
them the business, but their charge 
for a 16% protein ration was just 
$6 per ton higher than our price 


delivered to the institutions. I argued 
that for such a large steady business 
they should make a special rate which 
he refused and I told him we would 
continue to mix our feed as I 
felt obligated to save the money for 
the state. He took the matter to Gov 
Groesbeck, one of the best governors 
the state had from a business 
administration standpoint, who called 
the purchasing department to know

He was told it was one 
of the best methods of saving ex- 
pense that had been devised and that 
was the end of the episode, except

The Traverse City Herd 

During the years that I had super- 
vision of the Michigan State Institu 
tion herds, the Traverse City State 
Hospital herd was probably the best 
and most widely known. It was a 
great producing herd but somewhat 
lacking in type. The cows had plenty 
of size and capacity but rumps and 
udders needed improvement. George 
Pike was steward at the time and was 
intensely interested in building a bet 
ter herd so I had his full support in 
any plans for herd improvement. 
Colantha Walker, with her 
long string of high records totalling 
over 200,000 Ibs. of milk, was a big 
cow, weighing over 1700 lIbs., but she

was never very good in the udder 
and her rump sloped badly. Pike and 
I were agreed that we should look 
for a bull that would improve type 
and we set out to find one. We ob- 
tained pedigrees from many of the 
prominent herds and started out to 
inspect the individual bulls and their 
dams. The bull whose pedigree ap- 
pealed to us most was Marathon Bess 
Burke 32d, a son of Marathon Bess 
Burke and Wisconsin Fobes 6th, bred 
and owned by John Erickson, Wau- 
paca, Wis. We liked him very much 
and were particularly impressed by 
his dam, Fobes 6th, but the price 
quoted was $7,500 and we had only 
$2,500 available in the hospital budget 
for the purchase of a herd sire. When 

had completed our tour of inspec- 
tion we were more anxious than ever 
to have that bull for the Traverse 
herd so Mr. Pike wrote Erickson that 
we had inspected all the bulls on our 
list and liked his bull best. Would he 
take $2500, all the money we had to 
spend? John Erickson replied, 
been thinking 


“T have 
about your offer; twen- 
ty-live hundred dollars is a lot of 
money and you can have the bull.” 
It was a good purchase for the Tra- 
verse herd and his sons did a lot to 
improve the quality of the other in- 
stitution herds where they were used 
We were lucky to buy him when we 
did. The Erickson herd was dispersed 
within the year with a very high 
average and Wisconsin Fobes 6th 
bought $6,800. If the bull had been 
sold in the sale he would have been

Learning About Bulls 

Bulls are dangerous and a man 
needs to be on guard every minute 
when working with them and _ this 
applies particularly to the so-called 
gentle bull. I was brought up on the 
theory that vou should let the bull 
know that you were the boss and 
when he understood that all would 
be well, but sometimes they fail to 
change 
their minds about who is really the 


understand or perhaps they 


boss. I remember when a big bull got 
loose on the farm and I took after 
him with a horse whip and chased 
him back into his stall. Then I held 
him by his nose ring and gave him a 
good whipping before tieing him up. 
I was teaching him that. 1 was boss 
and he took it, but it was a very 
foolish thing to do. He weighed 2500 
lbs. and might have killed me. 
Years later, when I had charge of 
the state institution herds as director 
of the Michigan Bureau of Animal 
Industry, I went with two men from 
Jackson Prison to look a bull that 
was offered for sale. We had studied 
his pedigree and went to the farm to 
look him over. No one was home so 
we located the bull in his steel pen 
in the barn. It was August and the 
cows were at pasture. We looked at 
him through the bars and he held his 
head up close so I took him by the 
ring and he acted very quiet and 
gentle. Then I took the short steel 
staff that hung by the stall, snapped 
it in the ring and led him out on the 
concrete platform between the two 
rows of stanchions and held him 
while the other two looked him over 
and felt of him. He stood like a 
statue. When I started to lead him 


back into his pen he made a lunge at 
me and knocked me down and began 
butting me against the concrete floor 
Fortunately he had been dehorned 
I hung on to the staff and somehoy 
managed to get back on my [cet and 
then I thought I would show him |! 
was boss. I jerked and twisted and 
sawed back and forth with the staff 
until I thought I had demonstrated 
it pretty well and then stepped back 
to the row of stanchions and turned 
him loose thinking we would drive 
him into the pen, but the instant he 
was free he charged and had m« 
against a six inch steel supporting 
post. George Bretherton grabbed the 
steel staff from my hands and began 
poking him in the eyes and he backed 
off so | got through the stanchion 
and we took pitchforks and drove him 
in and locked him up.

cattle slaughtered as reactors to the 
tuberculin test. The appropriations 
for this purpose had been $250,000 
r.gularly and we kept within the 
amounts by selecting some counties 
where the infection was low to offset 
those where we knew we would find 
i higher percentage of reactors.

Succeeding Mr. Gardner 

Now I was an employee of the 
Holstein-Friesian Association of Amer 
ica, Assistant Superintendent of Ad 
vanced Registry.

It was a_ propitious time to take 
management of the A.R 
Office.

With all this expert assistance the 
original committee had been able to 
develop a program acceptable to the 
Board of Directors and it was adopted 
to become effective January 1, 1928 
Naturally changes have been made in 
the Herd Test rules over the years as 
experience was gained and the test 
has grown steadily in acceptance and 
approval by the breeders. With the 
Herd Improvement Test, an entirely 
new concept of testing was developed 
The herd became the unit and the 
producing ability of every cow in the 
herd was challenged. This was a great 
step forward, and it was most interest 
ing to me to supervise the use of this 
new tool for breed improvement from 
the very start.

forcibly the fact that greatest produc- 
tion from the herd resulted from reg- 
ular breeding to freshen every 12-14 
months as nearly as possible. It was 
equally important from the stand- 
point of the breed as best and most 


profitable results are obtained from a 


ereat lifetime production which can 
onlv result from regularity of breed 


ing. In recent years we have changed 


again to the “lactation herd average” 
which may have a tendency to en- 
courage herd owners to give the cows 
longer rest periods by delayed breed 
ing in order that they make larger in- 
dividual production records and in 
that way build a higher herd aver 
age. We hope that will not be the 
case, but it is a matter that should be 
watched and studied closely. In its 
present form the Herd Improvement 
Test represents about the ideal meth- 
od of testing for selection and im- 
provement of the breed. 


What does the future hold for our 
production testing program? I wish 
I knew. Advanced Registry Testing is 
steadily declining with only a com- 
paratively few herds and a thousand 
cows included at present. The Herd 
Improvement Test accounts for some 
2200 herds and 84,000 cows, well be 
low ten percent of the Holstein cow 
population of the country, but the 
Standard Dairy Herd Improvement 
Association Test embraces another 
200,000 registered Holstein cows and 
many of these production records will 
come into the Association files under 
the newly adopted DHIA Acceptance 
Program. We need to have a much 
higher percentage of our purebreds 
on test regularly to furnish a broader 





base of data for study in the selection 
of sires for our breeding program of | 
the future. We must have the infor- | 
mation that will point out the great | 
sires of the breed in order that they | 
be given wider use and the best pro 
ducing blood lines of the breed may 
be conserved and concentrated. Some 
day we will reach the point where 
one type of production testing will

ual. It seems reasonable to suppose 
that the interaction of management 
and heredity are expressed to some 
degree in longevity, although a direct 
measurement of these factors is not 
available. 

Selection and breeding for longey 
ity is not indicated from these experi 
mental results. Practical application 
suggests, however, that the outstand 
ing old cows who have demonstrated 
their ability to produce and reproduc: 
consistently are the kind of cows that 
can contribute the right kind of calves 
to the next generation. These calves 
subjected to the proper kind of man 
agement can mature to be the kind o 
producers that was representative of 
their dams. The data does not suggest 
any less importance in our considera 
tion of the value of 100,000 Ib. cows 
or other measures of longevity used 
or contemplated to be used in ow 
breed. 

The Holstein cow is outstanding 
in her ability to produce at high 
levels of milk yield over an extended 
lifetime.

is always best, but do not oversell 


Considering that no animal is pe 
fect, the poor characteristics can be 
discovered by the buyer Himself from 
the picture or when he sees the ani 
mal. It goes without saying, however, 
that the seller will in no case cover 
up anything in one of his animals 
but will answer all questions fairly 
even at the risk of a sale. Tell your 
prospect the true facts and if they 
are good ones he will be impressed 
You can fool a customer only once— 
but a satisfied customer will become 
a repeat customer. It is a good idea 
to tell him what success others hav 
had with your cattle. Always invite 
the client to visit your herd. It proves 
that you are proud of your own bus 
ness and have faith in the animals 
you are selling. 

After a sale is made, be very prompt 
in writing an acknowledgement o 
thanks and tell the buyer how you 
are transferring the animal in _ his 
name — and be prompt in doing this 
Make certain the buver’s name and 
address are in your private mailing 
list. This “live” mailing list, if made 
use of from time to time, can be the 
means of further good will and sales.

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KILDEE SCHOLARSHIP DOUBLED 


The winner of the 1960 Intercolle 
giate Dairy Cattle Judging Contest at 
the National Dairy Cattle Congress in 
Waterloo, lowa, will receive a $1,000 
scholarship for advanced graduate 
study. Realizing the importance of 
education to the future of the dairy 
industry this scholarship was estab- 
lished by the Dairy Shrine Club short- 
ly after its own founding in 1949. This 
was done through a separately finance 
ed project—the Kildee Scholarship 
Fund named for Dean Emeritus Kil 
dee of Iowa State University. Through 
this fund a $500 scholarship was ol 
fered annually to the winner of the 
contest. This has been increased to 
$1,000, effective this vear. 


Seven young men have taken ad 
vantage of this scholarship since its 
inception. Typical of the group is Di 
Herman E. Rickard, winner of the 
first scholarship awarded. Rickard was 
1 member of the 1950 Ohio State 
University judging team. Because of 
the Korean conflict he was unable to 
take advantage of the scholarship un 
til January of 1953. At that time he 
igain enrolled at Ohio State and used 
this scholarship to obtain an M.S. in 
physiology and reproduction under 
Dr. T. M. Ludwick. After receiving 
this degree he continued in school at 
Ohio State and worked on the Ohio 
NC-2 Federal Breeding Project, re 
ceiving his Ph.D. in 1958 


Since the fall of 1959 Dr. Rickard 
has been an instructor in the Dairy 
Department at California State Poly 
technic College, San Luis Obispo, Cali 
fornia. Dr. Rickard states that “with 
out the added incentive of the Kilde« 
Scholarship it is doubtful if I would 
have been able to continue in schoo!

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BULL LETTERS (from page 230) 
over-all effect is merely to send the 
prospect complete information in the 
form of pedigrees and pictures plus 
any factual information that we can 
supply that is not given in the pedi- 
gree and let the buyer make his own 
decision as to whether or not he is 
going to buy from us and if so which 
animal he will buy. For the most part 
we usually quote three or four ani- 
mals to give the prospective buyer a 
choice. 

“We feel that pictures are one of 
the greatest assets in selling cattle 
either by correspondence or personal 
contact. For the most part our pictures 
are taken by our own men. We own 
the negatives and we print postcard 
size photos in rather large numbers 
and in most cases send the picture 
of the sire and dam of any bull we 
quote. If the bull is over 4 or 5 
months we also try to have a picture 
of the calf himself. When a calf is 
born we order 100 printed pedigrees 
on him and send the pedigree and 
the pictures with each quotation and 
we do not request the pictures o1 
pedigrees to be returnd to us. 

“One other thing we do in selling 
that I think is different from most 
people is that we quote our animals 
for safe delivery at the buyer's rail- 
way station in the U. S. and Canada, 
to the Border if quoting in Mexico, 
and usually to the buyer's nearest sea- 
port or airport in a foreign country. 
The reason for this is that we are 
located out on the rim of the country 
where most of the animals have to be 
delivered by rail. Many of our cus- 
tomers are not in the habit of dealing 
with the railroads, do not know and 
understand the tariffs and traffic reg- 
ulations and in addition are inclined 
to be concerned about the animal’s 
prospects of standing the trip in good 
condition. We, therefore, feel that 
they are more likely to buy if we 
assume the risk and guarantee the 
animal's safe arrival at their railroad 
station at a given price. 

“We do try to give the prospective 
buyer all the information we have 
available on the animal. We try to 
do this as simply and briefly as pos 
sible. Nevertheless, many of the sales 
letters run two or three pages in 
length in order to give the buyer the 
complete information on the ani- 
mals quoted.” 

When all is said and done, it is 
impossible to tell anyone exactly how 
to write his bull letters. In the first 
place, you should strive to develop 
your own personal style or touch in 
handling your correspondence. The 
personal thing that identifies you and 





your herd, in the end, is the midas 
touch which will turn your bull letters 
into green bank notes. These are the 
measure of your success in public re 
lations and they are worthy of your 
every effort.

“INSTANT” SEMEN USED 
SUCCESSFULLY 

On April 6, 1960, at the University 
of Maryland the first dairy calf result 
ing from the insemination of the dam 
with reconstituted frozen-dried semen 
of the sire was born, according to Dr 
Richard Davis, Head of the Dairy De 
partment at the University 


The technique of drying semen was 
the result of work by Dr. H. T. Mery 
man and F. Kafig at the Naval Medi 
cal Research Institute in Bethesda, 
Md. The sperm cells were suspended 
on a piece of nylon gauze. The gauze, 
bearing the sperm cells, was then 
placed in a vacuum. While under 
vacuum, rapid evaporation actually 
froze the sperm cells. Moisture re 
moval was continued under vacuum

For use in insemination, the dried 
sperm were put back into semen 
diluter. In this instance, the dam was 
bred on the same day that the sperm 
was proc essed. 

“As techniques are developed to 
make the storage of dried semen pos 
sible, it will mean greater efficiency 
and economy in dairy cattle improve 
ment. In this event, the cost of refrig 
erating frozen. semen in_ storage 
would be eliminated. Much further 
research will be needed on _ frozén- 
dried semen before this technique 
can be adapted on a routine basis for 
artificial insemination of dairy cattle,” 
says Dr. Davis.

A consideration of interest which is 
brought to the attention of every 
Holstein Showman by the Association. 


The Dry Cow Class is not new to 
many of our Holstein showmen. It 
has been a popular fixture at many 
Black and White Shows, as well as at 
several State and County Fairs for 
some time. 

Experience, on the whole, has been 
successiul. As a result, many show- 
men suggested that the class be incor- 
porated into our Regional and Na 
tional Shows. [The matter was 
thoroughly discussed at several meet 
ings of the Purebred Dairy Cattle As- 
sociation. 

The Board of Directors of The 
Holstein-Friesian Association was re 
ceptive to the idea for several im 
portant reasons. So much so that the 
Dry Cow Class was recommended for 
the National and International Ho! 
stein Shows. This plan went into el 
fect in 1957, 

Like most innovations, has had 
few rough spots in getting under way 
Some show managers are finding it a 
bit difficult to define definitely the 
animals qualified to show in this 
class. In fact, there is a_ possibility 
that it will be dropped from sever. 
premium lists in 196] 

All of which is regrettable for 
the Holstein breed and _ Holstein 
breeders alike. The Dry Cow Class 
offers so many distinct advantages 
that a brief review seems in order 

birst of all, in our big Holstein 
Shows, splitting the three-year-olds, 
four-year-olds and aged cows into 
milking and dry classes means 
faster-moving, better-managed and, 
from the point of view of the spec 
tators, more interesting and informa 
tive show. 

\t the same time, the plan gives 
the outstanding dry cow an opportun 
ity for some highly deserved recogni 
tion which she would not receive, in 
most Cases, In competition with cows 
in the flush of heavy production 
Realistically, not every good cow can 
be in show condition o1 proper staye 
of lactation for every show through 
mut the year. The drv cow class tends 
to compensate for this situation 

In the light of these plus marks 
why are some show managers dis 
couraged with the Dry Cow Class? 
Perhaps the answer lies in the mis 
interpretation of the rules by some 


Holstein showmen. 


For the most part, such misinter 
pretations are unintentional but they 
are damaging and upsetting to the 
proper conduct of a show. They cen- 


ter around a surprisingly wide differ 
ence of opinion as to the definition 
of a dryecow or at least the definition 
of a “dry cow” for show purposes and 
for showing in the “dry cow” class 

At the recent Board of Directors 
meeting in Syracuse, the Extension 
Committee and, subsequently, the en- 
tire Board, 
thought and study to this matter. 


devoted considerable 


One possible solution discussed in 
volved changing from a strictly Dry 
Cow Class to competition among 
“stale” cows past a certain specified 
point in their lactations. The possi 
bilities of requiring either proof of 
breeding dates or a certificate of preg 
ltancy examination were thoroughly 
explored. 

All three approaches have merit 
But all, at best, would be cumber 
some in practice and unrealistic. Any 
of the three would also present th 
idded problem of several marginal 


cases 


Another suggestion, also thorough 
ly discussed, involved cutting off the 
production credits until next fresh 
ening — of all cows shown in the dry 
cow class. This, of course, would be 
an incomplete solution since it could 
make no provision for cows not on 
test in official Association programs 

\fter weighing all of the factors in 
volved, the Board adopted a defini 
tion of a dry cow for the purpose of 
showing in the “dry cow” class. The 
definition is in fact a restatement of 
the previous opinion ot the Board 
that “cows eligible to show in a Drv 
Cow Class should be limited’ to 
those cows not giving milk 

if this definition is an obvious one 
it is equally obvious that the prob 
lems arising from the Dry Cow Class 

should be, for the most part, un 
necessary. In the light of possible im 
pact on both the breed's showring 
programs and the individual Holstein 


showman, they are also unfortunat

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Factors Affecting the 
Solids-Not-Fat Content of Milk

The amount of attention paid to 
the non-fat solids of milk has increas- 
ed in the past few years. Due to a 
number of fundamental economic and 
nutritional reasons this attention will 
continue to increase. While fat and 
non-fat components contribute ap- 
proximately equally to the energy con- 
tent of market milk, most of the uni- 
que nutritional properties of milk, 
particularly those associated with the 
high quality of protein, are in the 
non-fat fraction. 

Acute problems of milk low in 
solids-not-fat are usually first recogniz- 
ed in areas requiring relatively high 
minimum legal standards. If con- 
sumer demand for milk richer in non- 
fat solids becomes important the prob- 
lem must be faced in all milk produc- 
ing areas. Consumer demand for a 
large volume of milk of relatively low 
fat test has undoubtedly led to a 
significant decline in  solids-not-fat 
over the past 20 years. This is due to 
the shift in breed numbers toward the 


lower fat breeds and to the positive 
association between the two compo- 
nents. 


Some of the factors involved in the 
variation of solids-not-fat in milk are 
season, age of cow, stage of lactation, 
mastitis, level of feeding and inherit- 
ance of the individual cow. Seasonal 
trends are largely explained by feed 
and temperature effects. They are 
complex. however, and may involve 
many other factors. California milk 
has been found to be slightly lower in 
solids-not-fat and fat during the sum- 
mer months than in the’ winter 
months.. Recent research reveals that 
solids-not-fat per cent drops with age 
of cow by about 0.1 per cent each lac- 
tation. Thus we may expect a cow 
testing 8.7 in her first lactation to test 
8.4 in her third, all other factors being 
equal. Thus a herd with an abnor- 
mally high proportion of high yield- 
ing old cows might be low in solids- 
not-fat as compared to the same herd 
when the age distribution was more 
normal. Within a given lactation the 
solids-not-fat is relatively high for the 
first 2 to 3 weeks; it then may fall by 
about 0.4 per cent to a low point cor- 
responding to the peak of milk pro- 
duction and the cows that con- 
ceive usually show a sharp rise in 
solids-not-fat about the 4th or 5th 


month of gestation. Cows that remain 
open do not show this rise and may 
in late lactation fall to very low val- 
ues of milk  solids-not-fat. Serious 
breeding difficulty could lead to a 
herd comprised mainly of late lacta- 
tion, open cows, and thus cause a 
temporary low solids-not-fat problem 
in an otherwise satisfactory herd. 
Mastitis very definitely causes a reduc- 
tion in solids-not-fat of the milk of 
infected quarters. Successful treatment 
early in lactation may result in a re- 
turn to normal levels, but in late lac- 
tation return may not be observed un- 
til the following lactation. 

The level of feeding is an impor- 
tant source of variation. Here the 
energy content of the ration has been 
found to be far more critical than 
the protein content. Poor feeding can 
result in signicantly lowered solids- 
not-fat per cent. However, high levels, 
above recommended allowances, re- 
sult in only a slight increase in solids- 
not-fat. The recovery of normal 
solids-not-fat per cent for a cow shift- 
ed from poor to adequate energy in- 
take depends upon the time she was 
on poor feed and the stage of her 
lactation. 

Surveys have been made in areas of 
England where low solids-not-fat is a

There have been several important 
changes and additions to the list of 
Leading Dam-Daughter Pairs since 
our presentation a year ago. 

U N H Perfection Echo and her 
daughter U N H Mike Liza have 
made a nice addition to their first 
place total for fat production during 
the final lactation of the daughter, 
Liza, and their present credits now 
stand at 17,706 lbs. fat. 

Moving in to challenge the Uni- 
versity of New Hampshire pair are 
two of the breed’s well known cows, 
Minnow Creek Eden Delight and her 
daughter, Lakefield Fobes Delight. 

Old Delight set a new national 
record for 16-year-old cows in her 
most recent lactation and has become 
the first cow of our breed to reach a 
lifetime total of 11,000 lbs. fat. She is 
now fresh again and in good produc- 
tion. The daughter, Lakefield Fobes 
Delight, has another exceptional rec- 
ord in progress at Carnation and with 
her credits through April of her cur- 
rent lactation has in 2487 days 166,400 
Ibs. milk and 6214 Ibs. fat, which 
brings their lifetime total to 17,260 
bbs. fat, 421,984 lbs. milk. It thus 
seems likely that before the lactations 
presently in progress for both mother 
and daughter are completed they will 
have moved into first place for fat 
and likewise move up several notches 
from their present eighth place for 
total milk production. 

Moved down to third place for total 
fat production is the Penn State pair 
of Penstate Inka Pathfinder Star and 
her dam, whose total credits stand at 
16,954 Ibs. The daughter only in this 
pair is still in production. She has 
milked since October 1959 and is not 
expected to breed again. 

There is no threat in sight for 
some time for our leaders in milk 
production, particularly the 500,000- 
Ib. total for the Overbrook pair, Ex- 
sex Susie Sweet and her daughter, 
Essex Suzone Susie. The highest liv- 
ing pair for milk is Fobes Mechthilde 
Ollie (“Phoebe”) and her daughter 
Lourose Meriwether Hester Fobes, 
owned by John & Kathryn Bartlett, 
Oshkosh, Wis. “Old Phoebe,” the
